W a s h i ng t on M — The 
United States is drawing u p a 
new treaty to ban nu clear 
weapons tests which contains 
lowered demands being of­ 
fered to Ru ssia for inspections 
on her territory . 
This anno uncement 
w a s 
co upled Thursday with an ad- 
statement that the chances o f 
a sneak So v iet ato mic test 
series witho ut detectio n “ are 
v anishingly small.” 
Jacob D. Beam, an assist­ 
ant director of the U.S. Dis­ 
armament 
Agency , 
spelled 
ou t the Kennedy administra­ 
tion’s defense of its test ban 
effort in a speech in Rochest­ 
er, N. Y. 
Pro gress 
Beam described redu ced in­ 
spection demands as “a con­ 
cession . . . to scientific pro­ 
gress, not to the Sov iet Un­ 
ion.” 
Anno uncing the drafting o f 
the new pro po sed treaty , State 
Department 
Press 
Officer 
Linco ln White said U.S. ne­ 
go tiato rs at the Genev a Dis­ 
armament co nference wo uld 
o ffer it there to supersede 
the U. S. draft treaty pro po sed 
last August. He said just when 
the treaty will be presented, 
o r if it will be o ffered, are 
no t y et determined fo r cer­ 
tain. 
Officials said the new v er­ 
sion wou ld incorporate rev i­ 
sions attribu ted to scientific 
adv ances in detection 
tech­ 
niq u es and other changes in 
the U.S. position which hav e 
dev eloped since last su mmer. 
Stipulatio n 
The 
new v ersion, 
White 
said, will inclu de the stipu la­ 
tion annou nced last 
week that 
7 y early on-the-spot inspec­ 
tions inside Ru ssia will be su f­ 
ficient to police a test ban if 
other safegu ards are inclu d­ 
ed. 
This is a dro p fro m th e 
prev io us U.S. demand o f 8 to 
10 inspectio ns, which in turn 
was preceded o riginally by a 
demand fo r 2 0 inspectio ns. 
The rev ised treaty disposal 
is also ex pected to omit re­ 
q u irements for international 
observ ers at seismic inspec­ 
tion stations and inclu de pro­ 
v isions for u nmanned, au to­ 
matic ‘‘black box ” seismic de­ 
tectors at v ariou s points in 
the Sov iet Union. 
Spurned 
The Sov iets hav e spu rned 
the latest Western ov ertu res 
at Genev a and hav e offered 
a max imu m of 3 inspections, 
a figu re u nacceptable to the 
West. 
Despite the Genev a dead­ 
lo ck, U.S. autho rities said the 
treaty is designed as a po ­ 
tential to o l to get nego tia­ 
tio ns mo v ing again. 
Beam, a former U.S. am­ 
bassador with long ex peri­ 
ence with the Commu nists, 
noted there 
are 
“strongly 
held opinions” in Congress 
and elsewhere that a test-ban 
treaty u nder proposed condi­ 
tions wou ld be a sell-ou t to 
the Commu nists. 
Arguments 
He adv anced these princi­ 
pal argu ments in fav or of a 
test ban: 
1. The U.S. nuclear arsenal 
is superio r to Russia’s. Fur­ 
ther ato mic testing w o u l d 
mean o nly small weapo ns im­ 
pro v ement 
fo r 
the 
United 
States. It wo uld benefit the 
So v iets mo re. If testing is 
co ntinued, the So v iets co uld 
catch up; but if it is sto pped, 
this co untry wo uld remain 
ahead. 
2. Ev en if Commu nist Chi­ 
na and France did not ad 
here to a test ban at t h e 
start, a U.S.-Sov iet agreement 
wou ld at least prev ent or de­ 
lay a dozen or so other na­ 
tions from acq u iring nu clear 
arms. 
Impro v ed 
3. Scientific adv ances hav e 
improv ed detection to t h e 
point where primary reliance 
on spotting atomic ex plosions 
inside the Sov iet Union can 
be placed on U.S. detection 
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dev ices located ou tside Ru s­ 
sian territory . 
4 . The wide sco pe o f o ther 
detectio n facilities, ranging 
fro m the black bo x es to West­ 
ern intelligence, stro ngly re­ 
info rces the natio nal detectio n 
sy stem based o n seismic lis­ 
tening gear aro und S o v i e t 
bo rders. 
5. The 
Sov iets 
might 
be 
able to set off a secret ex plo­ 
sion in a large u ndergrou nd 
cav e or millions of miles ou t 
into space. Bu t a single sneak 
test wou ld do them little good, 
since a series is u su ally need­ 
ed for nu clear research. 
Chances Small 
“The chances of the Sov iet 
Union condu cting a series of 
tests which wou ld remain u n- 
d e t e c t e d are v anishingly 
small,” B e a m said. “The 
probability that the adv an­ 
tage to be gained from a sin­ 
gle test wou ld be su fficient to 
mak e an attempted ev asion 
worthwhile, is also v anishing­ 
ly small.” 
6. Thro ugh o n-site inspec­ 
tio ns, the United States has 
the “ adv ersary ’s cho ice” o f 
determining where and when 
to co nduct an inspectio n in­ 
side Russia. This wo uld co m­ 
plicate any Red attempts at 
co ncealment. 
7. The United States will 
k eep its nu clear weapons lab­ 
oratories in being ready to re­ 
new tests, after a treaty is 
signed, so little time wou ld be 
lost in the arms race if the 
Ru ssians shou ld break t h e 
ban.

“I think the strik e has gone 
on long enou gh,” Mrs. Schiff 


told a news conference. “I see 
no ev idence of a settlement.” 
At Least One 
Mrs. Schiff, who is pu blish­ 
er and editor-in-chief of the 
Post, added that she felt New 
York shou ld hav e at least one 
newspaper to lighten the cost­ 
ly black ou t.

A $1.1 million rev enu e bill 
boosting the state ex cise tax 
on beer and liq u or was ad­ 
v anced to the floor of the Leg­ 
islatu re Thu rsday by the Rev ­ 
enu e Committee. 
The bill, LB9 , as amended 
wou ld boost the per gallon tax 
on beer from 4 to 6 cents, 
produ cing an estimated addi­ 
tional $48 5,000 in rev enu e each 
y ear. 
The per gallon tax on liq u or j 
wou ld be hik ed from $1.20 to! 
$1.60, y ielding an estimated 
additional $700,000 annu ally . 
Non Opposed 
Vote to adv ance was 6-0. 
As introdu ced by Sen. Ter­ 
ry Carpenter of Scottsblu ff, 
LB9 wou ld hav e increased the 
beer tax to 8 cents a gallon 
and the liq u or lev y to $1.8 0. 
It 
also 
inclu ded 
proposed 
boosts in the ex cise tax 
on 
wines. 
Present ex cise tax on liq u or 
raises $2.1 million annu ally , 
while the cu rrent beer t a x

The bill, introdu ced by Car­ 
penter, originally ask ed 


2, and the measu re was ad­ 
v anced 6-0. 
The tax is applied on gross 
premiu ms of domestic insu r­ 
ance companies, and cu rrent­ 
ly raises abou t $265,000 an­ 
nu ally . 
LB117 wou ld thu s raise an 
additional $132,000 a y ear.

Minutes after call­ 
ing the Police Department, officers were on 
the scene with a great multitude of keys. 
In no time at all, they had the car un­ 
locked and the shop foreman on his way. 
There is a fellow y ou are not likely ev er 
to hear grumbling about the Police Depart­ 
ment. The fact is that the major share* of 
the work of policemen is actually helping 
people but they get a v erbal black ey e now 
and then from the person they hav e to cor­ 
rect or crack down on rather than help. 
Stories such as the one from the fore­ 
man are the kind on which y ou like to 
start the day . 


Readers of the morning Star started 
their day yesterday b y coming face to face 
with a young mountain lion that seemed to 
b e smiling out at them from his spot on 
the front page.

The gift b y 27 
Lincoln b arb er shops is further testimonial 
to the fantastic success of the Children’s 
Zoo. It is doub tful that anything in Lincoln 
has b een received with such widespread 
enthusiasm as this project. There is prob ab ­ 
ly not a person in Lincoln who doesn’t know 
ab out it and darn few who haven’t helped 
the project in one way or another.

Forget The Microscope 
The dispute over Bib le reading in the 
pub lic schools is growing ab rasive as the 
recent ex changes b etween Supreme Court 
Justices Black and Stewart indicate. 
It may b e added that it is b ecoming 
not only ab rasive, b ut distasteful to a great 
many Americans who still have access to 
fresh air and can resort to ox ygenation to 
rid their minds of nit-picking. The matter 
has strayed from the essence. 
The record shows there has never b een 
many if any religious conversions result­ 
ing from q uoting a few passages of the 
Bib le in a pub lic classroom. Ex tracts from 
the Bib le, the Koran and the Zenda Vesta 
are contained in school b ooks on worthy 
literature. But the schools are notab ly de­ 
ficient in the production of Mohammedans, 
Buddhist, Rosicrucians, Shintoists or Chris­ 
tians. 


Indeed, a person does not need to sit 
on the Supreme Court to note that many 
people can live Bib le in hand and still 
manage to sport a deficiency in their spir­ 
itual b ehavior. 
In this specific instance the Bib le is 
accepted as one of the great b ooks of the 
world, even when narrowly considered as 
literature, history, philosophy and sociology. 
It contains lofty ex amples of poetry, and 
writings that are the glory of the literary 
art. It is a little silly to b ar such a source 
for fear it might corrupt some child into 
joining the Salvation Army when he other­ 
wise might make it as an atheist, or an 
ignoramus, in one department of his mind. 
The matter is edging toward the dan­ 
gerous practice of b ook b urning which can 
spread to many more things than the con­ 
tents of one b ook. 


Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, the Duke of 
Harlem, is as near politically invulnerab le 
as a congressman can b e. 
That prob ab ly has encouraged what ap­ 
pears to b e a wanton disregard for the 
usual proprieties connected with spending 
counterpart funds, junketing to foreign 
lands and in general living “high on the 
hog.” 
Currently he is on the congressional pan 
and his Repub lican critics are ex hib iting a 
high and noisy sense of outrage. 
It is no defense for Powell that one 
ex amines the motives of the erstwhile Re­ 
pub lican puritans. It does not take a long 
nor specialized memory to recall that Rep. 
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Powell was in troub le with the Internal 
Revenue Department. By coincidence, he 
mislaid his party affiliations and gave a 
resounding endorsement of Repub lican can­ 
didate Eisenhower, and lo, the Internal 
Revenue case ran out of gas. Whatever 
his way of doing b usiness may b e, it seems 
to work in b oth directions, sometimes to 
the satisfaction of Democrats and other 
times to that of the Repub licans. Such a 
situation does not make for real reform. 
As good a negative defense for Powell 
is the fact that q uite a numb er of other 
congressmen love to go ab road at pub lic 
ex pense and delve into counterpart funds. 
It is a congressional privilege and few if 
any congressmen are ready to deny their 
own satisfaction to end the oversatisfaction 
of a colleague. 
It doesn’t take a very sophisticated man 
to detect when he is spending pub lic money 
for his own delight and when he is using it 
in pursuit of pub lic service. Rep. Powell 
and many of his colleagues could b e b rought 
to heel q uickly b y more discriminating 
authorization for foreign travel, plus the 
req uirement of a careful accounting of funds 
spent. It is surprising that Congress cannot 
perceive this.

But Mex ­ 
ico also underwent a com­ 
munist revolution b ack in 
1910, which was 53 years 
ago and seven years b efore 
the Bolshevik revolution in 
Russia. Yet Mex ico is now 
a good friend of ours. 
Mex ico had b een under a 
dictator for thirty years, 
Porfirio Diaz, just as Russia 
had b een under the Czars 
and Cub a had b een under 
v a r i o us dictators ranging 
from Machado to Batista. Un­ 
der dictators, the gap b e­ 
tween the poor people at the 
b ottom and the wealthy peo­ 
ple at the top usually b e­ 
comes dangerous; and the 
first thing the Mex ican peo­ 
ple did when they revolted 
was to divide up the land 
and give it to the landless 
peons. 
The Mex icans also seized 
American oil property and 
American ranches, just as 
the revolutionaries 
ha v e 
seized American oil refiner­ 
ies and American ranches 
in Cub a.

WASHINGTON—Sen. Bourke 
Hickenlooper of Iowa, chair­ 
man of the Senate Repub li­ 
can policy committee, ha s 
announced the death of the 
b ipartisan foreign p o l i c y 
and, with refreshing frank­ 
ness, omitted the crocodile 
tears. 
His remarks are only one 
of many signs that congres­ 
sional Repub lican 
leaders 
b elieve the Cub an issue is a 
winning one and intend to 
press on with it. Many ob ­ 
servers q uestion the wisdom 
of their decision, including 
some who feel that Hicken­ 
looper ex pressed a fact of 
life and that the b lame rests 
eq ually on the White House 
and Congress. 
By coincidence, Sen. Jacob 
Javits of New York and John 
S h e r m a n Cooper of Ken­ 
tucky,

Repub licans, 
have prepared a television 
discussion of the same q ues­ 
tion for the New York state 
network nex t week end.

Pennsylvania Attorney 
Fights For Bible Rending 


IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Washington 
UP) — Cou nsel 
for Pennsy lv ania told the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt Thu rsday that a 
decision against Bible reading 
in pu blic schools wou ld be an 
ex pression of hostility to re­ 
ligion. 
John D. Killian III, depu ty 
attorney general of the state, 
contended su ch a decision 
wou ld v iolate the requ irement 
of the Constitu tion’s 
f i r s t 
amendment that gov ernment 
remain neu tral toward reli­ 
gion. 
Pennsy lv ania law, requ ir­ 
ing the reading of 10 Bible 
v erses as part of daily school- 
opening ex ercises, was ru led 
u nconstitu tional by a 3-ju dge 
federal cou rt in Philadelphia. 
The ru ling was on complaint 
of Unitarian parents of two 
school children who said the 
Constitu tion gu arantees them 
complete freedom to s h a p e 
and mold the religiou s orien­ 
tation of their children. 
Edu cational 
Argu ing for rev ersal of the 
lower cou rt ru ling, K i l l i a n 
said the Bible-reading prac­ 
tice ex tends back to Colonial 
day s in Pennsy lv ania. He in­ 
sisted the reading is not a re­ 
ligiou s practice bu t an edu ca­ 
tional one. 
Philip H. Ward III, Phila- 
d e 1 p h i a attorney f or the 
Abington Township 
S c h ool 
Board, said religiou s instru c­ 
tion was not intended by the 
legislatu re and denied t h a t 
the readings amou nt to su ch 
instru ction. 
“The statu te say s the pu r­ 
pose was to bring lessons of 
morality to children, and the 
people of Pennsy lv ania pick ed 
a common sou rce of moral­ 
ity — they pick ed the Bible,” 
he to ld th e h ig h 
cou rt. 
Morality ? 
Opposing the argu ments of 
Ward and Killian, Henry W. 
Sawy er III of Philadelphia, 
cou nsel for those challenging 
the statu te, argu ed religiou s 
teaching cannot be separated 
from Bible reading. He chal­ 
lenged the state’s u se of the 
Bible as a teacher of moral­ 
ity , say ing ‘‘y ou can’t u se the 
word ‘morality ’ to cov er re­ 
ligiou s ex ercises.” 
Ju sice Potter Stewart want­ 
ed to k now if Bible readings 
wou ld be permissible if no 
state law were inv olv ed a nd 
s c h ool children themselv es 
v oted to hav e the readings. 
Sawy er replied: 
“The difference lies in the 
imprimitu re and aegis of the 
state. The c h i l d r e n wou ld 
hav e the right to tak e su ch 
action, bu t not to get t h e 
state to do it for them.” 
Cannot Do 
He said the Pennsy lv ania 
Bible readings “prefer Chris­ 
tian religions ov er other re­ 
ligions, and that y ou cannot 
do.” 
“To me,” said Sawy er, “it 
is the final arrogance to talk 
constantly abou t ou r religiou s 
tradition and equ al it with the 
B i bl e . That su ggests ou r 
schools are a k ind of Prot­ 
estant institu tion to 
w h i c h 
others are cordially inv ited. 
This Bible reading is condu ct­ 
ed as a religiou s ceremony , 
and the lower cou rt so fou nd.” 
Killian insisted the Pennsy l­ 
v ania law has as its pu rpose 
the teaching of morality and 
qu oted testimony by a state 
su perintendent of pu blic in­ 
stru ction. The state official 
testified that “one of the last 
v esiges of moral v alu e left 
in ou r school sy stem” is the 
Bible reading, Killian related. 
Difficu lt 
Ju stice Arthu r J. Goldberg 
told Ward it is v ery difficu lt 
to u nderstand how the teach­ 


ing of morality alone cou ld be 
tak en from “the greatest re­ 
ligiou s docu ment.” 
Ward cou ntered: 
“I read one thing ou t of 
the Bible. You read another. 
The Bible can teach some- 
t h i ng other t h a n religion. 
That’s what we’re teaching. 
It is a great religiou s work , 
bu t also a great sou rce of 
moral v alu es.” 
The Pennsy lv ania litigation, 
begu n by Mr. and Mrs. Ed­ 
ward Lewis Schempp, and a 
similar case from Mary land, 
were argu ed Wednesday and 
Thu rsday and the 9 ju stices 
then took the issu e u nder con­ 
sideration for later decision. 
Objected 
In the Mary land case, Mrs. 
Madaly n Mu rray and her 16- 
y ear-old son objected, as ath­ 
eists, to school Bible reading 
and recitation of the Lord’s 
Pray er. 
Both cases arose u nder the 
constitu tion’s first amendment 
which prohibits gov ernment 
aid in establishment of reli­ 
gion and bars any impair­ 
ment of religiou s freedom. 
The final decision will affect 
similar school-opening ex er­ 
cises in many other states.

Vern Livingston, Nebraska 
City utilities manager an d 
committee chairman, keynot­ 
ed the meeting by saying the 
municipalities want to retain 
their rights to generate or 
buy power, set their own 
rates, and serve their corpo­ 
rate and zoning areas. 
“Municipalities 
operating 
their own electric systems 


represent the oldest public 
power organizations in Ne­ 
braska,” he said. “In Ne­ 
braska, statistics show that 
municipal operations bring 
the lowest rates as well as 
the most dependable service 
to the users of electricity.” 
M. L. Sievers, North Platte 
utilities director, said the 
5 - area plan proposes to 
e l i mi na t e duplicate pow­ 
er facilities, but permit the 


hydroelectric d i s t r i c t s to 
preserve their p r o p e r t i e s 
against those power groups 
who want to take them out 
of the system. 
He indicated there are no 
basic conflicts in the b i l l 
with the present rights of mu­ 
nicipal power systems. 
Frank Phelps, Grand Is­ 
land utilities commissioner, 
said LB600 proposes a single 
wholesale power district for 


the eastern two-thirds of Ne­ 
braska under an 11-member 
management board.

Normal Board Terms 
Building Needs Critical 


By BETTY PERSON 
Star Staff Writer 
The State Normal Board 
told the Budget Committee 
Thursday that the booming 
enrollment at the state’s 4 
teachers colleges has pro­ 
duced a “critical” building 
situation which cannot be met 
adequately by their present 
share of the building levy. 
Board Member Carl Spelts 
of Kearney made the state­ 
ment in support of LB492 
which proposes establishment 
of a s p e c i a l one-half mill 
building levy for the 4 col­ 
leges. 
The 4 teachers colleges now 
r e c e i v e 25% of state’s 1.1 
m i l l s institutional building 
levy — about $800,000 to 
$900,000 annually. This would 
be increased to approximate­ 
ly $1.6 to $1.8 million a year 
under LB492. 
The committee deferred ac­ 
tion on the bill until more 
information requested of the 
Normal Board has been sub­ 
mitted. 
Spelts noted the 4 colleges 
have experienced a 22% hike 
in enrollments over the past 
two years resulting in “over­ 
crowded classrooms” e v e n 
though classes are being held 
“ at night, in the early morn­ 
ing and through the noo n 
hour.” 
The board presented a pro­ 
posed $7.5 million building 
program for the 4 colleges on 
needs estimated for the next 
4 to 6 years, but no priorities 
h a v e been established on 
which buildings 
are most 
needed at any of the 4 cam-

Wayne, Chadron and Peru. 
The Budget Committee re­ 
quested that such priorities 
be established, and asked al­ 
so that it be furnished with 
space utilization reports on 
each campus and anticipated 
enrollment increases for the 
next 6 years. 
Spelts indicated the board 
was hesitant to establish pri­ 
orities “too far in advance,” 
because of possibly changing 
conditions, and suggested it 
might be all right to plan 
ahead one biennium. 
Should Be Flexible 
Sen. Don Thompson of Mc- 
Cook said he thought “any 
plans should be flexible,” but 
added that if they were going 
to be made just two years in 
advance the idea of a proj­ 
ected building levy might as 
well be abandoned and have 
building needs met by direct 
appropriations every tw o 
years. 
Spelts said a special Build­ 
ings and Grounds Committee 
set up by the Board Thurs­ 
day would get to work on the 
priorities “right away.” 
The Budget Committee also 
heard and held another mea­ 
sure, LB563, requested by the 
Normal Board which would 
establish a retirement system 
for the teachers colleges sim­ 
ilar to that of the University 
of Nebraska. 
Spelts said the board has 
“realized for a long time that 
its present retirement system 
is not adequate,” and that it 
has c r e a t e d a hardship in 
the highly competitive mar­ 
ket for faculty. 
Normal Board Executive 
Coordinator Freeman Decker 
told the committee the pro­ 
posed system is based on the 
retirement program of th e 
Teachers Insurance Annuity 
Association. It calls for a 
joint contribution from both 
those covered and the state — 
up to a maximum of 6% 
from each. 
The board has not yet es­ 
tablished a policy on cover­ 
age, nor employed an actu­ 
ary to determine costs, but 
Decker said the “ very most” 
the program could cost over 
the next biennium would be 
$478,000 — and he estimated 
it would be “ far less” than 
that figure.

Prepaid Property Tax 
Killed In Revenue Body 


A bill proposing “prepay­ 
ment” of at least 60% of 
state property taxes e a c h 
year was killed Thursday on 
a 6-0 vote of the Revenue 
Committee. 
The measure, LB388, was a 
recommendation of the Mc­ 
Clelland tax study and was 
introduced by Sen. Kenneth 
Bowen of Red Cloud. 
Another tax study bill, 
LB380, providing penalties for 
corporations which fail to file 
a list of stockholders with the 
state tax commissioners, was 
heard and held for amend­ 
ment. 
Almost Identical 
As currently written, it is 
almost 
identical 
to 
LB16, 
awaiting action on f i n a l 
reading. 
Killed 5-0 was LB581, which 
would reduce from .50 to .35 
of 1% the fire insurance pre^ 
mium tax now paid by for­ 
eign and alien insurance com­ 
panies which sell fire insur­ 
ance in Nebraska. 
LB388 proposed that state 
taxpayers remit at least 60% 
of their estimated tax on or 
before July 1 each year. 
Failure to comply w o u l d 
result in a fíne of from $100 
to $500, plus a penalty of 
6% interest. 
The remainder of the tax 
bill would be due Dec. 1, and 


delinquent Jan. 2, according 
to the proposal. 
Bowen told the committee 
the state would be operating 
under better business prac­ 
tices “if the tax were levied 
and paid in the same year 
that the property was asses 
sed.” 
Property taxes are now as 
sessed about one year before 
they are due. ' 
In presenting the bill, Bow­ 
en noted that he has “no 
strong feelings” about the pro­ 
posal. 
Opposition testimony w as 
led by Lincoln attorney 
C. 
Russell Mattson, representing 
the County Treasurers Assn 
The bill, he said, contained 
provisions “ repugnant to the 
Nebraska system of real es 
tate taxation.” 
Greatest Turnover’ 
Mattson agreed with Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of Scotts 
bluff, who suggested t h a t 
passage of the measure would 
result in “the greatest turn­ 
over in the history of t h e 
Legislature.” 
'LB38Q, which provides that 
corporations which fail to list 
their stockholders forfeit the 
right to sell shares in Nebras 
ka while not complying with 
the law, was opposed by the 
Nebraska Investment Bank­ 
ers Association.

Standing against the NIJ bid, which fell just 11/12 of 
a point shy last year as KU squeezed in, is the lack of 
prov en strength in field ev ents. Only In the broad jump, 
where Victor Brooks and Rudy J ohnson hold forth, are 
the Huskers giv en much chance to score. 
Harry Krebs, who leaped 6-6 last week, might get in 
the high jump, but that ev ent is the strongest of the 
whole meet — with 10 jumpers who hav e gone 6-5 or 
better. 
It is possible that the two-mile will turn the t i d e 
against Nebraska, if the Huskers are still in a command­ 
ing position at that time. Kansas and Missouri figure to 
score heav ily in this ev ent by default — a lack of top- 
notch distance men from other schools. 
This situation could change if Bob Griffith of Colo­ 
rado fails to qualify in the 1,000 tonight and .elects to 
enter the * 2-mile, which he won outdoors last spring. 
Tonight’s program includes only one final ev ent, the 
broad jump. Brooks has the best leap of the indoor sea­ 
son to date, with 24-V2. If Victor and J ohnson can pick 


up 6 or more points tonight, the Huskers will gain a big 
boost toward the title. 
Preliminaries on tonight’s program 
are trails 
and 
semifinals in the high and low hurdles and the 60-yard 
dash, and trails in the 600, 4-10, 1,000, 880, 440, and shot 
put. 
Action tonight starts at 6:30 p.m. Saturday’s final 
program starts at 8 p.m. 
Nebraska will hav e defending champion Fred Wilke 
going in the low hurdles and he’s a strong contender for 
a high hurdle double. Mike Fleming, winner of the two- 
mile here last year and the mile outdoors, will pass up 
defense of his indoor title and go for blue ribbons in the 
mile and 1,000. 
Other champions on hand to defend titles are Greg 
Pelster of Missouri (600), Kirk Hagan of Kansas (1,000), 
Charles Strong of Oklahoma State (.440), and Larry Eilert 
of Iowa State (high jump). 
The Huskers will also be counting on Ray Knaub in 
the 60 and lows (he has the best low hurdle time of 


:06.8), Ray Stev ens in the mile and 880, Gil Gebo hi the 
600 and 880 for heav y double duty. 
Kansas rates the fav orite role on history — and the 
fact the J ayhawks hav e Gale Sayers, the Omaha grid- 
der who is a solid threat in the 60. lows and broad jump; 
15-foot pole v aulter Floyd Manning, 57-foot shot putter 
Yul Yost, three 6-6 high jumpers, Hagan and some other 
top-flight middle distance runners, plus two hurdlers who 
hav e turned the highs in '07.4. 
Some quarters are predicting a Missouri v ictory and 
the Tigers could slip in if KU and the Huskers cut each 
other up. 
One thing is certain. The talent and power is almost 
all concentrated with Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and 
Colorado. 
That means there won’t be much help coming from 
the second-div ision clubs, so the point-cutting will be pri­ 
marily among the title aspirants. 
In other words, a whale of a contest is in store here 
during the next two nights.

Double Duty 


Kansas City, Mo.—Chances are the Big 8 indoor track 
title will become the property of the team that does the 
best job of doubling—get points in more than one ev ent 
from an indiv idual, that is. 
It’s interesting to note that Missouri, which is getting 
considerable house from the form chart set, will hav e the 
least number of double-duty entrants. 
If the Tigers can get winning performances from 
enough members of their balanced—but not deep—squad, 
they might be able to pull off the coup. 
Nebraska and Kansas, the other top teams in what 
figures to be a 3-team chase, are basing their hopes on a 
considerable number of doublers. 
Coach Frank Sev igne plans to run Mike Fleming in 
the mile and 1,000; Gil Gebo in the 600 and 880; Ray 
Stev ens in the mile and 880; Ray Knaub in the 60-yard 
dash and low hurdles; and Fred Wilke and Bob Hohn 
in both hurdle ev ents. 
While Hohn isn’t expected to 
cut much of a swatch 
in 
his first appearance on the 
KC boards, the other 
Huskers must fare well in both their assigned ev ents if 
NU is going to nab the trophy. 


Tigers Spread 


Missouri’s chief doubler is Greg Pelster, who will 
defend his 600-yard run title and try to add the 880 
crown. The only other Tiger slated for twin-duty is hur­ 
dler Bob Ward. 
Kansas will rely heav ily on middle distance doubles. 
Bill Stoddart is in the 600 and 440; Dav e Crandall the 
60 
and 440; Bill Cottle the 600 and 880 and Ted Miesinger 
the mile and 880. J ay hawk Gale Sayers is another key 
man in the KU strategy—he’s booked fo r . the 60, low 
hurdles and the broad jump. 
Pat McNeal of Kansas State and Bob Griffith of Kan­ 
sas State can play a big part in determining the ev entual 
meet winner, too. Both are entered in the mile and 
1,000—perhaps the strongest field in the ov al ev ents.

Slamming the highs and lows has been accomplished 
more than any other double—14 times to be exact. And 
6 Nebraskans hav e achiev ed two blue ribbons in Big 8 
hurdle competition. 
The list includes Keith Gardner (1958), Dan Tolman 
(1953), Don Bedker (1952), Nofv al B a r k e r (1945), Bill 
Smutz (1941) and Lloyd Cardwell (1936). Fred Wilke, de­ 
fending champ in the lows and a leading candidate in 
the highs this year, has a chance to join the list. 


Neat Trick 


A double in the mile and 2-mile—a grind, to say the 
least—has been accomplisheed only once. Floyd Lochner 
of Oklahoma turned the trick in 1936. 
Gene Littler of Nebraska became the first to double 
in the 60-yard dash and the 440, winning both in 1940. 
Kansas State’s Thane Baker pulled it off in 1952 and 1953. 
' Kansas has had the greatest success in producing 
mile-880 champs at the same meet. J ayhawks Bill Dotson 
(1962), A1 Frame (1956), Wes Santee (1953-1954) and Glenn 
Cunningham (1934) got the job done. Only other loop 
runner to register a mile-and-a-half double was Nebras­ 
ka’s Bobby Ginn in 1947. 
To date no one has managed to double in the 600 
and 880 or the mile and 1,000. The 600 and 1,000 were add­ 
ed to the program only 5 years ago. 
Husker Fleming would lov e to become the first to win 
the mile and the 1,600—and his 10 points would be mighty 
welcome. But it will he a tough job. 
At this writing defending 1,000-yard champion Kirk 
Hagan of Kansas has indicated he’ll concentrate solely 
on that ev ent. Thus, Hagan will be fresh while his chief 
competitors—Fleming, Griffith and McNeal all will hav e 
battled in the mile before challenging Hagan.
